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Tell  the  people 

t  the  time  of  writing,  nationalisation  of  industry  has 
pt  been  at  the  forefront  among  election  issues — at 
ast,  not  so  far  as  the  mass  media  are  concerned, 
owever,  the  miners'  dispute  must  hopefully  be 
garded  as  a  short  term  question,  and  prices  seem  to 
almost  beyond  the  influence  of  Government — of 
y  of  the  major  parties  !  Sooner  or  later  the  parties 
ay  therefore  find  time  to  explore  their  more 
doctrinaire"  policies,  and  since  it  is  with  these  that 
ie  country  may  have  to  live  for  five  years,  they  should 
►ceive  an  airing  before  February  28. 
Obviously  mindful  of  the  need  to  stimulate  such 
ublic  debate,  the  Association  of  the  British 
harmaceutical  Industry  addressed  itself  to  countering 
ie  Labour  Party's  nationalisation  proposals  by 
roducing  a  leaflet,  "Medicines  and  Public 
ownership",  for  distribution  to  the  candidates  of  the 
iree  main  parties.  In  it,  they  give  most  of  the 
■guments  used  against  Mr  Laurie  Pavitt's  views  in 
st  week's  C&D.  The  leaflet  made  3  inches  in 
he  Times  on  Monday ! 

Yet  there  is  a  great  deal  at  stake,  for  it  is  not  only  in 
harmaceuticals  that  a  Labour  government  says  it 
'ould  stake  a  claim.  Are  the  grounds  for  such  action 
ny  better  debated  within  those  other  industries,  or 


better  understood  by  the  voter?  Or  is  the  question  one 
of  "doctrine"  across  the  board  ? 

The  Labour  Party  has  instituted  a  working  group  on 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  and  its  findings  must 
inevitably  have  some  bearing  on  Party  policy  towards 
the  industry.  But  the  working  group  has  only  recently 
met  for  the  first  time,  so  how  can  "nationalisation"  or  a 
"public  sector"  be  included  properly  in  the  manifesto? 

Mr  Stanley  Blum,  a  former  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  is  a  member  of  the 
working  group  and  in  a  letter  to  C&D  this  week 
(p.  203)  he  attacks  the  ABPI's  line.  Whether  one 
agrees  with  his  views  or  not,  it  is  high  time  that  the 
issues  were  debated  fully  in  public — and  backed  by 
research  and  draft  planning  for  the  future. 

The  Socialists  have  criticised  the  Conservatives  for 
taking  Britain  into  the  Common  Market  without 
putting  the  question  to  the  British  people  after  the 
terms  of  entry  were  known. 

We  would  hope  that  if  it  comes  to  power,  the  Labour 
Party  will  equally  wish  to  discover  the  nation's  views 
once  it  can  say  exactly  what  its  intentions  are.  And 
before  the  decision  is  taken,  we  would  expect  there 
to  be  a  few  more  facts  and  a  little  less  politics  put 
before  the  public.

Wartime  spirit 

he  endeavours  of  the  staff  of  Boots 
tiarmacy  in  Guernsey  during  the  war  were 
ted  in  a  recent  Financial  Times  article 
show  "what  management  was  able  to 
:hieve  in  what  were  the  most  difficult 
3nditions  imaginable". 
Taking  the  story  from  Boots  News,  the 
T  article  comments  that  the  setting 
Junds  almost  modern — there  were 
lortages  of  raw  materials  and  packaging, 
lei  and  power  restrictions  and  control  of 
rofit  margins.  Even  so,  a  profit  of  over 
50,000  was  remitted  to  Boots  when  the 
ierman  occupation  ended. 
Mr  A.  Butterworth,  the  manager,  was 
lected  by  Guernsey  chemists  to  order  the 
rugs  and  other  supplies  for  the  whole  of 
ie  island.  Most  of  a  limited  range  of  im- 
orts  came  from  France,  a  consignment 
f  toothbrushes  and  razor  blades  were 
btained  from  a  Hamburg  firm,  and  corks 
ilvaged  from  a  Spanish  ship  in  1902 
'ere  utilised.  Boots  staff  turned  to  ro;i  nu- 
rture of  medicines,  toiletries  and  cos- 


metics and  also  mastered  an  old  Saxon 
method  of  making  salt  from  seawater. 
Mrs  Butterworth  developed  a  processed 
and  packed  food  from  carrageen  moss. 

What  had  started  with  20  employees 
"grew  into  a  flourishing,  vertically  and 
horizontally  integrated  business"  employ- 
ing 36 — all  achieved  in  a  "black  market" 
economy.  Mr  Butterworth — who  was  later 
elected  a  director  of  Boots  Cash  Chemists 
(Western)  Ltd — is  quoted  as  saying  "if 
there  is  a  single  lesson  I  learnt  from  that 
time  it  was  one  taught  me  by  the  people 
with  whom  I  worked.  You  are  only  de- 
feated when  you  admit  defeat". 

It  certainly  looks  as  if  pharmacists  are 
experiencing  similar  shortages  to  those  in 
wartime.  Is  it  time  to  bring  back  the 
Dunkirk  spirit? 

Carrot-juice  "addicts" 

Press  reports  last  week  gave  much  pub- 
licity to  the  health  food  enthusiast  who 
poisoned  himself  with  carrot  juice.  An 
inquest  at  Croydon  heard  that  the  man 
drank  a  gallon  of  carrot  juice  daily  and 
took  large  doses  of  vitamin  A  tablets.  He 
was  said  to  have  been  bright  yellow  when 
he  died. 

The  verdict  of  death  from  carrot  juice 
"addiction"  is  intriguing.  Will  this  mean 
a  re-appraisal  of  the  security  arrange- 
ments in  greengrocer's  shops  with  the 
offending  vegetable  being  locked  away  in 


a  steel  cabinet  rigidly  fixed  to  a  walj  or 
floor?  Will  the  police  be  granted  special 
power  to  raid  carrot  gardens  and  tear  the 
wretched  plants  up  by  the  roots?  Or  will 
the  publicity  lead  to  all-night,  "mind- 
blowing",  carrot-chewing  orgies? 

This  innocuous  mainstay  of  the  British 
Sunday  dinner  suddenly  takes  on  a  whole 
new  glamour.

Goods  from  Denmark,  Finland,  France, 
the  Netherlands,  Israel,  Italy,  Austria, 
Switzerland,  Spain,  South  Korea,  the 
USSR  and  the  USA  will  be  on  show,  giv- 
ing a  total  of  331  exhibitors. 
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Macarthys  invest  heavily 
in  new  Care  depots 


The  extent  of  Macarthys  Pharmaceuticals 
investment  in  providing  service  to  the  Care 
chemist  group  was  revealed  last  week. 
Three  new  single-storey  depots  will  be 
opened  by  Macarthys  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  at  Dartford,  Manchester  and 
Cheltenham.  The  depots  have  a  total  area 
of  44,000  sq  ft.  In  addition  Macarthys  have 
already  expanded  their  existing  warehouse 
at  Mason  Road,  Norwich,  serving  East 
Anglia,  by  installing  extra  racking,  intro- 
ducing more  vans  and  drafting  in  extra 
personnel. 

The  first  completely  new  warehouse  is 
at  Dartford  on  the  industrial  estate  and 
occupies  22,000  sq  ft.  This  will  open  on 
April  1  and  will  offer  a  full  Care  service 
to  chemists  in  London  and  the  South  East; 
the  Manchester  depot,  at  Moss  Lane  Trad- 
ing Estate,  (12,000  sq  ft)  will  cover  the 
Manchester  city  conurbation  from  early 
May;  while  the  new  Cheltenham  depot  at 
Kingsditch  Trading  Estate,  (10,000  sq  ft.) 
is  scheduled  to  be  fully  operative  in  June 
or  July  to  service  South  Wales,  Bristol 
and  the  Cotswolds. 

Each  of  the  depots  will  stock  around 
2,000  items  selected  for  the  buying  group 
scheme.  Macarthy's  are  also  introducing 
more  than  20  special  Care  vans  to  back 
up  the  new  warehouse  network. 

Mr  David  Savory  of  Macarthys  says 
the  company  not  only  believe  in  the  objec- 
tives of  Care,  but  in  the  growth  of  mem- 
bership and  support  from  chemists.  "We 
have  over  300  retailers  waiting  to  join  the 
buying  group  service.  If  we  are  to  play 
our  role  in  helping  independent  chemists 
to  become  a  force  in  the  High  Street,  we 
have  to  show  we  really  mean  business — 
and  without  a  doubt  that  is  what  this  low- 
cost  warehousing  programme  does." 

Hexachlorophane  has 
'doubtful  future' 

The  long-term  future  of  hexachlorophane 
as  a  bactericide  is  doubtful,  according  to  a 
report  in  the  February  Adverse  Drug  Re- 
action Bulletin,  which  is  distributed  to 
subscribers  of  Drug  and  Therapeutics 
Bulletin. 

Discussing  the  compound's  potential 
toxicity,  the  bulletin  concludes  that  hexa- 
chlorophane should  "retain  its  established 
place  because  its  narrow  margin  of  safety 
contrasts  incongruously  with  a  reassuring 
record  in  its  currently  recommended  uses." 

The  report  says  hexachlorophane  holds 
no  material  hazard  when  used  as  a  hand 
wash  for  nurses  or  theatre  staff,  or  as  an 
acne  treatment  providing  that  dilution  and 
rinsing  instructions  are  carefully  followed, 
although  more  information  on  its  efficacy 
in  the  latter  is  needed. 

However,  "all  compounds  competing  in 
this  pharmaceutical  field  should  be  sub- 


mitted to  an  equally  thorough  reappraisal 
of  their  safety,"  says  the  report. 

New  digoxin  preparation 
under  test 

R.  P.  Scherer  Ltd  are  investigating  a  new 
digoxin  formulation  which  may  have 
fewer  bio-availability  problems. 

The  company  has  devised  a  digoxin 
solution  for  use  in  a  soft  gelatin  capsule. 
Tests  for  uniformity  of  dose  have  proved 
encouraging  and  the  system  is  now  the 
subject  of  a  patent  application.  Absorp- 
tion studies  with  doses  of  0-25,  0-125  and 
0  0625  mg  digoxin  are  being  carried  out 
in  human  volunteers. 

A  spokesman  for  R.  P.  Scherer  said  the 
company  will  probably  not  market  the 
preparation  themselves — the  work  is  being 
done  as  an  "academic  exercise"  because 
in  theory  this  method  seems  one  of  the 
best  ways  of  solving  the  digoxin  problem. 

Parents  may  not  know 
risks  of  'bed-wetting'  drugs 

Medicines  for  a  "trivial  complaint"  such 
as  bedwetting  is  not  likely  to  be  regarded 
by  parents  as  potentially  dangerous,  says 
a  report  in  last  week's  British  Medical 
Journal. 

Two  paediatricians  at  the  Royal  Hos- 
pital for  Sick  Children,  Glasgow,  are  con- 
cerned about  the  number  of  children  ad- 
mitted to  the  hospital  with  tricyclic  anti- 
depressant poisoning.  Sixty  children  were 
admitted  between  January  1966  and  July 
1973  and  more  than  half  had  been  taking 
the  compounds  for  nocturnal  enuresis. 

Parents  must  be  warned  about  the  dan- 
gers of  these  drugs,  say  the  authors.  "We 
wonder  how  many  intelligent  parents 
would  accept  the  risk  of  a  potentially 
dangerous  drug  in  the  treatment  of  an 
almost  invariably  self-limiting  and  non- 
fatal disorder". 

Australians  want  cosmetics 
in  health  centre 

Residents  of  a  Canberra  suburb  are  pro- 
testing about  the  lack  of  cosmetics  and 
non-medical  goods  in  the  pharmacy  of 
Australia's  first  health  centre. 

A  recent  Australian  Journal  of  Phar- 
macy says  the  residents  hope  to  set  up 
their  own  non-prescription  "pharmacy" 
nearby.  The  centre  stocks  otc  medicines, 
dressings,  baby  needs  and  similar  pro- 
ducts, but  the  nearest  fully-stocked  pri- 
vate pharmacy  is  about  four  miles  away. 

While  sympathising  with  people  who 
have  to  travel  so  far  to  buy  cosmetics, 
Mr  D.  R.  Hutcheson,  a  former  Federal 
Health  Department  pharmacist,  is  quoted 


as  saying  "it  is  not  reasonable  for  th 
to  expect  health  and  beauty  products 
a     clinical    situation."    He    feels  t 
a  valuable  precedent  has  been  set  in 
the  health  centre  is  a  first  place  w!

Several  new  studies   have  shown 
cancer-producing  or  other  adverse  effe' 
from  feeding  large  amounts  of  cyclam 
or  a  cyclamate-saccharin  combination 
test  animals. 

A  spokesman  for  Abbott  told  C&D  tl 
the  company  is  unlikely  to  consider 
introduction  of  cyclamates  to  the  UK.

The  Association  of  Homoe 
pathy  and  Natural  Therapeutics  has 
in   a    plea    to   run    its    own  officiall 
sanctioned   register   of  approved  prac 
tioners.

The  pharmacist's  rat- 
ing was  31  per  cent,  followed  by  medical 
news  stories  on  radio,  28  per  cent  radio 
advertising  by  drug  companies,  food  com- 
panies, etc  22  per  cent;  "your  union"  19 
per  cent;  and  "your  employer"  16  per  cent. 

Of  those  persons  who  indicated  that  they 
utilised  the  pharmacist  "a  great  deal"  or 
"somewhat"  as  a  health  information 
source,  only  36  per  cent  felt  that  the  in- 
formation he  gave  was  "very  reliable." 
However,  only  one  source,  the  doctor  or 
clinic,  received  a  reliability  of  over  50 
per  cent,  and  only  three  others — public 
service  messages  on  TV,  health  articles  in 
magazines  and  government  publications  on 
health — received  higher  reliability  ratings 
than  did  the  pharmacist. 

The  newsheet  comments  that  the  two 
sets  of  statistics  provide  a  challenge  to 
pharmacists.  It  concludes  that  if  the  phar- 
macist made  an  effort  to  provide  the  pub- 
lic with  health  information,  they  would  be 
inclined  to  accept  it. 

Fungal  infections  after 
steroid  aerosol  use 

The  incidence  of  fugal  infections  of  the 
pharynx  and  larynx  in  patients  using 
steroid  aerosols  is  "disturbing",  according 
to  a  report  in  the  British  Medical  Journal. 

In  a  12-month  follow-up  study  of  120 
patients  using  betamethasone  valerate  or 
beclomethasone  dipropionate  aerosols, 
candidiasis  had  developed  in  the  pharynx 
of  16  patients  and  in  the  larynx  of  six. 
All  the  infected  patients  had  taken  400- 
800  meg  daily  of  either  aerosol  and  all 
but  five  became  symptom  free  when  the 
dose  was  reduced  to  100-200  meg  daily. 

The  authors  say  this  increased  suscep- 
tibility to  fugal  infection  could  be  due 
to  histological  damage  or  to  local  immuno- 
logical changes  from  the  direct  action  of 
the  steroid  on  the  mucosa.  Although  there 
is  no  evidence  as  yet  that  these  infections 
may  penetrate  the  trachea  and  bronchi, 
the  authors  recommend  that  the  aerosols 
should  be  used  with  caution,  particularly 
in  prolonged  high  dosage. 

Few  prescriptions  for 
African  pharmacy 

The  first  African-owned  pharmacy  in 
South  Africa  rarely  sees  a  prescription, 
according  to  an  article  in  South  African 
Pharmaceutical  Journal. 

Mr  T.  M'timkulu's  pharmacy  is  situated 
in  the  city  of  M'dantsani,  and  is  the  only 
one  serving  a  population  of  100,000.  At 
first — the  pharmacy  was  opened  about 
nine  months  ago — business  was  slow,  but 
grew  rapidly.  Extensions  for  more  storage 
and  shelf  space  are  planned. 

Run  by  Mr  M'timkulu — who  obtained 
his  BSc  pharmacy  degree  in  1970 — his 
wife  and  an  assistant,  the  pharmacy's 
major  selling  lines  are  baby  foods  and 
toiletries  —  there  is  no  supermarket 
nearby.  However,  although  there  are  six 
doctors  in  the  vicinity — the  district 
surgeon  has  his  surgery  practically  next 
door — the  pharmacy  has  not  seen  a  pri- 
vate prescription  and  few  Medical  Aid 
prescriptions  are  dispensed.  Commenting 
on  the  situation,  the  Journal  says  "It  is 
a  great  pity  that  this  pharmacist  in  the 


midst  of  his  own  people,  well  qualified 
to  be  of  tremendous  service  to  his  com- 
munity, has  to  rely  on  toiletries  and  baby 
foods  to  make  a  living". 

Australians  restrict 
medicines  advertising 

Australian  television  and  radio  are  tight- 
ening restriction  on  proprietary  medicines 
advertisements,  says  a  recent  Australian 
Journal  of  Pharmacy. 

One  advertisement  had  to  be  rewritten 
because  the  Federal  Health  Department 
thought  the  words  "orange  flavoured" 
would  encourage  self  medication  and  a 
vitamin  preparation  was  considered  un- 
suitable because  it  contained  more  than 
the  minimum  daily  requirements  of 
"harmless"  vitamins. 

All  the  banned  advertisements  kept  to 
a  voluntary  code  that  the  industry  has 
had  for  many  years,  says  the  article,  but 
the  Department  has  been  campaigning 
for  a  more  restrictive  code. 

Stand  bookings  up 
for  Pakex  74 

The  International  Packaging  Exhibition  — 
to  be  held  in  London,  June  3-7,  —  will  be 
one  of  the  largest  trade  fairs  of  its  type 
ever  held  in  the  U.K.,  claim  the  organisers. 
The  last  exhibition  in  1972  occupied  a  net 
stand  space  of  17,188  sq  m,  but  19,500  sq 
m  have  already  been  reserved  for  the  new 
show  at  Olympia. 

The  exhibition  —  Pakex  74  —  features 
the  products  and  services  of  more  than 
400  companies  from  the  U.K.  and  some  15 
overseas  countries.  Beatson  Clarke  &  Co. 
Ltd,  The  Metal  Box  Co  Ltd  and  United 
Glass  Ltd  are  among  firms  which  have  re- 
served stands  in  excess  of  100  sq  m  and 
the  Bowater  Packaging  Group  —  who 
have  not  exhibited  at  the  previous  Pakex's 
have  also  booked  a  large  stand.

Pharmacies  to  sell 
contraceptives? 

The  Irish  Government  announced  last 
week  its  intention  to  bring  in  a  Bill  on 
the  sale  of  contraceptives  in  the  Repub- 
lic, following  the  recent  decision  in  the 
Supreme  Court  that  it  is  not  an  offence 
to  import  for  private  use.  Following  the 
anouncement,  the  Senate  postponed  con- 
sideration of  Mrs  Mary  Robinson's  pri- 
vate member's  Family  Planning  Bill. 

According  to  Irish  Press  reports,  the 
Government's  Bill  is  likely  to  restrict  the 
sale  of  contraceptives  to  pharmacies  and 
to  place  a  lower  age  limit  on  purchasers 
(probably  18)  except  where  younger 
people  are  already  married.  There  have 
also  been  suggestions  that  contraceptives 
could  be  purchased  legally  only  by 
married  people.  The  Government  is  to 
allow  a  free  vote  on  the  issue.

Topical  reflections

Old  hat 

Who  is  the  doctor  and  who  the  saint,  in  your  account  of  "Pills,  Potions 
and  Politics"  in  last  week's  issue,  must  be  left  to  the  individual  who, 
despite  the  arguments  of  Mr  Laurie  Pavitt  and  Mr  E.  B.  Teesdale,  invariably 
finds  himself  coming  out  by  that  same  door  wherein  he  went.  Strangely 
enough,  just  as  I  was  reading  the  "defence"  of  Mr  Teesdale,  I  had  a  call 
from  a  local  physician  who  produced  from  his  pocket  a  ball-point  pen 
which  had  arrived  at  his  consulting  room  together  with  a  questionnaire 
from  a  market- research  organisation  seeking  information  on  his  prescribing 
habits  in  regard  to  a  selected  list — quite  a  small  one — of  products  of  the 
drug  industry.  He  had  to  mark,  at  appropriate  places  on  the  form,  the  items 
he  used  and  return  it  to  the  sender,  but  I  gathered  he  was  not  required  to 
return  the  ball-point. 

It  might  be  said  of  your  contributors  on  the  subject  that  both  have  a 
vested  interest — Mr  Pavitt  from  a  political  standpoint  and  Mr  Teesdale  who 
is  defending  his  own  castle.  The  former  states  that  a  major  change  should 
be  the  elimination  of  sales  promotion,  which  Mr  Teesdale  counters  by 
asking  how  the  manufacturer  is  to  be  persuaded  to  invest  large  sums  of 
money  in  the  development  of  a  new  medicine  if  he  is  then  to  be  denied 
bringing  the  new  therapy  to  the  attention  of  doctors  and  pharmacists,  or  to 
persuade  them  of  its  value.  Mr  Teesdale  says  that  it  is  generally  agreed  that 
the  industry  has  been  responsible  for  most  of  the  major  therapeutic 
advances  in  recent  years.  In  Britain  alone,  he  declares,  in  the  past  decade 
or  so,  at  least  ten  outstanding  drug  developments  have  emerged  from 
industrial  pharmaceutical  laboratories  and  have  gained  international 
acceptance. 

I  could  wish,  as  a  pharmacist  in  general  practice,  that  the  range  of 
products  on  my  shelves  had,  over  the  past  ten  years,  increased  on  the 
average  of  only  one  a  year.  But  in  reply  to  the  charge  that  there  are  too 
many  drugs  doing  more  or  less  the  same  thing,  Mr  Teesdale  tells  us  that 
such  a  criticism  ignores  the  different  responses  of  different  patients  and  the 
fact  that  even  small  advances  lead  to  steady  improvements  and  sometimes 
to  major  breakthroughs.  We  seem  to  have  heard  it  all  before,  but  it  seems 
that  progress  can  only  be  made  if  there  is  a  prospect  of  profit.  If  not,  there 
is  stagnation.  Dr  Jenner,  in  your  celestial  abode,  please  note. 


Spring 

The  winter  of  our  discontent  is  still  upon  us,  but  there  are  signs  of  better 
things.  In  the  dim  light  which  we  are  permitted  to  use,  it  was  something 
the  other  morning  to  have  a  dazzling  young  lady  offering  sunglasses.  The 
birds  are  beginning  their  morning  song,  the  stationer  next  door  is  buying 
his  cards  for  next  Christmas,  and  the  ironmonger  has  long  since  taken 
delivery  of  his  lawn-mowers.  And,  certain  harbinger  of  Spring  last  week's 
issue  was  that  photographic  one  which  is  always  welcome,  if  ever  more 
confusing.  The  equipment  becomes  steadily  smaller  in  size,  so  that  one 
would  be  almost  afraid  to  venture  abroad  with  some  of  the  material  on 
offer  for  fear  of  arrest  as  a  spy.

A  successful  pharmacy 


in  a  health  centre

Many  pharmacists  have  entrenched 
views  regarding  the  participation  of  gen- 
eral practice  pharmacy  in  health  centres. 
It  is  not  unfair  to  suggest  that  many  of 
these  views,  either  for  or  against,  are 
held  without  actual  experience  of  the 
implications  involved  in  such  participa- 
tion. There  has,  as  yet,  been  insufficient 
data  on  the  advantages  or  disadvantages  of 
concentrating  pharmaceutical  practice  into 
such  central  units.  The  report  by  the  work- 
ing party  on  NHS  General  Pharmaceutical 
Services  (1972)  discussed  within  its  context 
some  of  the  envisaged  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages of  pharmaceutical  practice  in

a  Health  Centre  environment;  the  discus- 
sion was,  however,  of  necessity  general- 
ised rather  than  specific  and  as  such  would 
probably  do  but  little  to  modify  entrenched 
opinions. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  would  be  fair  to 
comment  that  most  pharmacists,  especi- 
ally younger  ones,  look  to  a  wider  role  for 
pharmacy  in  the  future  —  a  role  that  is 
consistent  with  the  widening  role  of  health 
care  in  the  community.  There  is  a  very 
evident  wish  amongst  pharmacists  for 
fuller  participation  as  members  of  the  com- 
munity health  team.  Some  pharmacists 
believe  that  this  can  only  logically  develop 
to  its  full  potential  within  the  health 
centre  environment,  others  believe  that, 
although  in  some  areas  there  are  too 
many  pharmacies  chasing  too  little  phar- 
macy business,  the  solution  to  their  dis- 
content lies  not  within  the  health  centre 
but  within  schemes  to  control  the  siting 
of  pharmacies.  Both  views  are  valid  and 
worthy  of  respect  but  it  is  obvious  that 
no  firm  solution  will  arise  until  adequate 
experience  of  both  has  revealed  their  in- 
trinsic advantages  to  pharmacy,  the  phar- 
macist and  to  the  public  he  serves. 

Tt  is  within  this  sphere  of  general  un- 
certainty and  doubt  regarding  the  phar- 
macy and  the  health  centre  that  the  pre- 
sent report  is  made;  a  report  which  details 
the  formation  and  the  experience,  over 
almost  five  years,  of  organising  and  run- 
ning a  Health  Centre  pharmacy  in  a  devel- 
oping new  town  in  Northern  Ireland.  It  is 
appreciated  that  many  of  the  reasons  for 
starting  this  venture,  and  indeed  the  way 


in  which  it  has  been  formed  and  managed, 
will  not  be  directly  applicable  to  other 
areas.  It  is,  however,  thought  that  the 
experience  gained  within  the  practice  will 
be  of  general  interest  to  pharmacists  and 
will,  of  more  immediate  concern,  provide 
some  of  the  data  that  is  so  lacking. 

New  town  pharmacy 

During  1965  the  Northern  Ireland  Gov- 
ernment set  up  a  Development  Commis- 
sion to  plan  and  administer  the  develop- 
ment of  the  new  town  and  industrial  com- 
plex of  Craigavon.  The  area  —  100  square 
miles  —  designated  for  the  development 
was  20  to  30  miles  south-west  of  Belfast 
with  an  existing  population  of  about 
60,000  —  two  thirds  of  whom  lived  in  the 
boroughs  of  Lurgan  and  Portadown  which 
lay  at  opposite  ends  of  the  area.  The  plan 
envisaged  the  development  as  leading  to 
a  framework  capable  of  accommodating 
120,000  people  in  1981  with  growth  poten- 
tial to  180,000  by  the  year  2000. 

Health  centres  were  planned  from  which 
general  medical  practitioners  could  work 
and  where  they  would  be  associated  with 
the  community  services  provided  by  local 
authority  doctors,  health  visitors,  domi- 
ciliary nurses  and  personal  social  service 
workers.  Four  such  centres  were  envisaged 
in  the  initial  stages,  one  in  each  of  the 
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existing  boroughs  of  Lurgan  and  Portcl 
down  and  two  in  the  new  developmer| 
sectors  between  the  two  towns. 

In  September  1967,  the  Ministry 
Health  suggested  to  the  Council  of  thl 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Ulster  Cherrl 
ists'  Association  and  the  Local  Pharmjl 
ceutical  Committee  that  the  BrownloJ 
sector  of  Craigavon  (envisaged  popuhl 
tion  24,000)  would  be  a  suitable  place  tj 
set  up  the  first  of  these  schemes  to  providl 
a  comprehensive  pharmaceutical  servicl 
in  conjunction  with  medical,  dental  anl 
welfare  services  in  a  Health  Centre,  il 
November  1967,  the  three  pharmaceutic;! 
bodies  appointed  a  steering  committee  r* 
investigate  ways  and  means  of  providin 
the  service. 

The  committee's  discussions  centred  o 
two  aspects:  the  financial  viability  of  sue 
a    pharmaceutical    service,   and  ways 
which    the    maximum  participation 
pharmacists  in  Northern  Ireland  could 
achieved.  The  scope  of  the  discussions  an 
the  conclusions  drawn  are  pertinent  to  th 
future  organisation  of  the  health  centi 
pharmacy  at  Craigavon  and  therefore 
summary  of  the  main  points  are  give 
below.

lission  and  the  steering  committee  calcu- 
ted  that  the  pharmacy  would  prove  to  be 
nancially  viable  with  a  patient-list  of 
,000  in  the  health  centre.  A  major  factor 
itering  into  such  calculations  was  the 
re-determined  restriction  by  the  Develop- 
icnt  Commission  of  business  and  profes- 
onal  premises  and  other  community  ser- 
ices  to  the  central  area  of  development 
nd  their  prohibition  in  the  outer  resi- 
ential  area.  Thus  there  would  be  no  com- 
jstition  from  other  peripheral  pharmacies, 
bd  if  the  Health  Centre  pharmacy  was 
greed,  then  no  other  pharmacy  would  be 
llowed  in  the  central  shopping  area  of 
rownlow. 

It  was  also  realised  that  as  the  popula- 
|on  increased  through  the  5,000  to  15,000 
inge,  the  project  would  become  a  valu- 
|ble  exercise  capable  of  providing  a 
ealth  of  information  on  the  nature  and 
|:ope  of  a  pharmaceutical  service  within 
developing  and  growing  community;  a 
brvice  that  had  to  be  designed  from  first 
jrinciples  to  meet  the  varying  needs  of  the 
ublic.  It  was  indeed  a  test-bed  to  estab- 
sh  the  range  of  activities  by  which  the 
harmacist  could  assist  general  medical 
ractice  to  fulfill  its  curative  and  preven- 
e  roles  against  the  diseases  of  the  com- 
lunity.  Once  properly  established  the 
jroject  would  give  valuable  insight  into 
le  work  load  of  the  pharmacist,  the 
ature  and  scope  of  his  activity  and  would 
idirectly  indicate  to  pharmaceutical  edu- 
ators  the  training  requirements  to  equip 
harmacists  to  fulfill  the  developing  role 
nd  responsibilities  of  partnership  in  com- 
lunity  health  care. 


'articipation 

he  steering  committee  were  anxious 
[lat  the  project  should  interest  and  attract 
e  maximum  participation  of  Northern 
reland  pharmacists.  It  was  proposed  that 
he  control  and  general  management  of 
he  envisaged  pharmaceutical  service  be 
p  the  hands  of  as  large  a  number  of  the 
hembership  as  possible.  Information  and 
ither  benefits  would  then  reach  the  major- 


ity of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

After  talcing  due  legal  and  financial 
advice,  the  steering  committee  recom- 
mended that  a  company  be  formed  to  set 
up  and  operate  the  pharmacy;  a  company 
to  be  limited  by  guarantee  and  having  no 
share  capital.  The  membership  of  the 
Society  unanimously  accepted  the  recom- 
mendation and  the  Company  —  Northern 
Pharmacies  Ltd  -  -  was  formed  in  Dec- 
ember 1968. 

The  project  was  financed  by  bank  loans 
on  the  strength  of  some  400  members  of 
the  Society  signing  guarantees  to  pay  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  £10  into  a 
central  liabilities  fund  in  the  event  of  the 
pharmacy  going  bankrupt.  The  members 
of  the  steering  committee  were  elected  as 
the  first  board  of  directors  of  the  Com- 
pany, such  directorships  to  be  voluntary 
and  unpaid.  All  guarantors  had  one  vote 
in  the  affairs  of  the  company  and  were 
entitled  to  attend  and  participate  in  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  to  elect  new 
directors  and  to  allocate  the  use  of  pro- 
fits. 

Profits  would  be  ploughed  back  into  the 
business  until  such  time  as  the  borrowed 
capital  was  repaid,  and  then  be  used  until 
the  pharmacy  was  equipped,  stocked  and 
staffed  to  the  highest  professional  and 
organisational  levels  achievable.  Later  the 
project  would  be  used  to  finance  work 
linked  with  the  general  aim  of  promoting 
the  efficiency  and  well-being  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  in  Northern 
Ireland.  Thus  the  general  aim  of  the  pro- 
ject was  to  achieve  a  model  pharmacy, 
fully  integrated  with  the  other  services  of 
the  Health  Centre. 

Every  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  phar- 
macy would  be  analysed  to  provide  accu- 
rate statistics  which  could  be  used  for  the 
general  advancement  of  pharmacy  in  the 
province.  Equally  important,  such  data 
would  provide  a  firm  basis  for  future 
negotiations  with  Government  bodies  re- 
garding the  remuneration  of  the  com- 
munity pharmacist. 


A  superintendent  pharmacist  was 
appointed  by  the  directors,  and  on  April 
4,  1969,  only  eighteen  months  after  the 
initial  talks  between  the  profession  and 
the  Ministry,  the  pharmacy  was  opened. 
The  health  centre  building  plans  were  still 
under  consideration,  but  the  population 
and  their  needs  were  rising;  the  full-time 
pharmaceutical  service  therefore  com- 
menced in  a  temporary  building  -  -  600 
sq  ft  —  adjacent  to  the  site  of  the  Centre. 
From  the  beginning  photographic  goods, 
cosmetics  and  all  non-medicated  toiletries 
were  excluded  from  the  business  of  the 
pharmacy.  On  June  1,  1973,  the  pharmacy 
moved  within  the  completed  Health  Centre 
building. 

Pharmacy  layout 

The  pharmacy  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
health  centre  building;  it  is  on  the  ground 
floor  and  extends  over  a  total  area  of 
1,950  square  feet.  Figure  1  shows  the  lay- 
out of  the  facilities.  A  noteworthy  feature 
is  that  the  dispensary  area  in  which  all 
drugs  are  stored  can  be  isolated  and 
secured  from  the  other  parts  of  the  phar- 
macy by  security  roller  grilles  over  door- 
ways and  glass  hatches;  these  grilles  are 
lowered  and  locked  in  position  when  the 
pharmacy  is  closed.  Roof  lights  for  inter- 
nal rooms,  high  level  windows  in  the  dis- 
pensary, and  large  external  windows  in 
the  sales  area  provide  a  bright  and  pleas- 
ing environment.  Facilities  within  the 
pharmacy  include  an  aseptic  room  in 
which  a  laminar  flow  cabinet  is  to  be 
fitted,  a  room  for  fitting  surgical  appli- 
ances, a  spacious  store  and  a  separate 
goods  reception  entrance.  Entry  to  the 
pharmacy  for  patients  is  either  via  the 
main  entrance  from  the  street  or  via  the 
Health  Centre  itself. 

The  present  staff  consists  of  a  super- 
intendent pharmacist  and  two  full-time 
lady  assistants.  It  is  proposed  in  this  cur- 
rent year  to  appoint  a  pre-registration 
student  and  future  increases  in  qualified

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staff  will  depend  entirely  upon  the  in- 
crease in  prescription  items  dispensed.  A 
sliding  scale  system  has  been  adopted;  a 
second  pharmacist  will  be  appointed  when 
prescription  items  rise  to  3,000  per 
month,  a  third  when  they  rise  to  5,500 
and  the  full  complement  of  four  pharma- 
cists with  appropriate  ancillary  staff  when 
the  script  items  rise  beyond  8,000  per 
month. 

A  total  of  10,000  prescription  items  per 
month  is  believed  to  be  the  realistic  maxi- 
mum for  the  centre.  It  is  pertinent  to 
note  that  the  agreed  rental  and  heating 
and  lighting  charges  have  likewise  been 
placed  on  a  sliding  scale  by  the  Ministry. 
The  full  charges  do  not  become  operative 
until  the  figure  of  10,000  items  per  month 
are  dispensed;  intermediate  costs  are 
graded  and  relate  to  the  level  of  items 
dispensed;  these  costs  are  in  fact  held  at 
those  fixed  points  in  the  numbers  of  pre- 
scriptions which  determine  the  recruit- 
ment of  an  additional  pharmacist. 

Prescriptions  and  sales 

Sales  data  for  the  pharmacy  from  its 
opening  in  1969  to  present  time  are  sum- 
marised on  Figure  2.  Total  turnover  has 
increased  five-fold  over  this  period  and 
is  presently  at  a  level  of  about  £25,000 
per  annum.  The  figure  also  shows  the 
relationship  between  Health  Service  re- 
muneration and  counter  sales  over  the 
period.  The  gross  profit  margin  is  cur- 
rently averaging  at  35  per  cent  which  is 
higher  than  the  national  average  (27.8  per 
cent)  because  the  majority  of  prescrip- 
tions are  for  paediatric  medicines,  result- 
ing in  lower  than  average  ingredient  costs. 

Prescription  data  are  shown  on  Figure 
3.  The  number  of  prescription  items  dis- 
pensed has  risen  to  its  present  level  of 
approximately  23,500  per  annum  with  an 
average  of  1.46  items  per  prescription. 
The  increase  in  prescriptions  dispensed 
largely  mirrors  the  increase  in  population

of  the  Brownlow  sector  which  is  now 
approaching  7j500.  Of  particular  interest 
is  the  catchment  by  the  pharmacy  of  the 
prescriptions  written  at  the  Centre;  this 
has  steadily  risen  from  an  original  80  per 
cent  to  a  present  100  per  cent.  However, 
it  is  also  significant  that  scripts  issued  by 
doctors  outside  the  new  town  are  also 
being  dispensed  in  the  pharmacy  in  appre- 
ciable numbers  —  showing  that  the  catch- 
ment by  the  medical  services  of  patients 
residing  in  the  area  is  not  yet  at  its  maxi- 
mum. This  is  because  the  number  of  doc- 
tors working  in  the  Centre,  at  present 
two  full-time,  is  below  the  requirements 
of  the  community  and  well  below  the  total 
facilities  provided  at  the  Centre  for  gen- 
eral medical  practice.  Full  facilities  will 
ultimately  include  consulting  suites  for 
10  doctors. 

The  financial  spectrum  of  the  pharmacy 
is  shown  in  table  1;  the  first  three  years 
of  the  pharmacy  (in  temporary  accommo- 
dation) were  difficult  and  the  progress  of 
the  experiment  has  not  been  uniformly 
smooth.  The  Ministry  of  Health  helped 
considerably  in  the  early  years  by  paying 
a  grant  towards  the  salary  of  the  pharma- 
cist and  making  available  an  interest  free 
loan  to  obviate  the  financial  loss.  The 
population  of  the  sector  did  not  increase 


at  the  rate  that  was  expected  largely  duJ 
to   delays    in   the  house   building  proj 

gramme. 

In  spite  of  continued  effort  by  thtl 
Health  Services  Board,  doctors  did  no| 
occupy  the  health  centre  suites  as  rapidly 
as  was  planned.  Although  a  group  dental 
service  is  operating  for  children,  th'J 
dental  suites  at  the  centre  remain  unl 
filled  by  general  practice  dentists.  As  J 
consequence  many  inhabitants  do  nol 
always  make  use  of  the  pharmacy  servicf 
at  the  centre. 

That  was  especially  evident  in  the  firsl 
year  or  so  of  the  project  when  shoppinj 
facilities  in  the  central  area  were  minimal 
and  largely  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  thl 
housewife.  It  was  very  apparent  also  thai 
many  newcomers  to  the  district  were  unl 
aware  of  the  medical,  welfare  and  pharl 
maceutical  services  provided  at  the  centrj 
and  continued  as  patients  of  the  doctor 
in  Lurgan  or  Portadown  where  they  ha 
lived  previously.  There  was  obviously  , 
need  for  greater  publicity  by  the  Develop 
ment  Commission  of  the  services  avail 
able. 

Profit 

During  the  current  year  the  pharmac; 
is  showing  a  net  profit  of  about  £2,400 
this  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  th 
pharmacy  within  population  and  care  pro 
grammes  that  have  yet  to  reach  thei 
maxima.  The  present  population  of  7,501 
is  well  on  target  towards  the  estimate! 
population  of  about  17,000  in  1980  am 
20,000  by  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  experiment  may  therefore  justifi 
ably  be  said  to  be  showing  all  the  fore 
casts  of  success.  It  is  very  clear,  however 
that  the  future  of  the  pharmacy  is  directl 
linked  with  the  population  growth  of  th 
Brownlow  sector  of  Craigavon  and  it 
emergence  as  an  area  with  balanced  hous 
ing,  shopping,  employment  and  recrea 
tional  facilities,  and  the  correspondinj 
development  of  adequate  general  medica 
services  in  the  centre.

As  a  member  of  the  Labour  Party's  Work- 
ing Group  on  the  Pharmaceutical  In- 
dustry, I  feel  that  I  must  pass  comment 
on  the  ABPI's  reply  to  Laurie  Pavitt  in 
last  week's  C&D. 

In  my  view,  the  findings  of  the  Sains- 
bury  Committee  appear  to  have  had  little 
impact  on  both  the  practices  of  the  drug 
industry,  and  on  their  pricing  policies  to 
the  National  Health  Service,  apart  from 
some  minor  savings  which  the  Voluntary 
Price  Regulation  Scheme  appears  to  have 
achieved.  The  recommendations  of  that 
Committee  regarding  abolition  of  brand 
names  and  promotional  methods  seem 
to  have  been  largely  ignored  by  the  in- 
dustry as  a  whole,  despite  some  attempts 
by  the  ABPI  to  regularise  promotional 
methods,  in  some  degree. 

The  failure  of  the  Sainsbury  Committee 
is  largely  due,  I  believe,  to  the  fact  that 
it  considered  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
alone,  in  splendid  isolation,  rather  than 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  drug  distribution 
system,  which  only  begins  with  drug 
manufacture,  and  ends  with  the  handing 
out  of  the  final  dispensed  product  by  the 
general  practice  pharmacist,  the  expert  in 
medicines.  This  comprehensive  study  is 
one  which  I  feel  sure  will  not  be  omitted 
by  the  present  Working  Group. 

In  its  reply  to  Mr  Pavitt,  the  ABPI  feel 
that  nationalisation  of  the  industry  would 
be  disastrous  —  but  to  who?  The  health 
of  the  nation,  or  the  industry's  purse? 

US  influence 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it  was  in 
the  United  States  itself,  the  home  of  the 
majority  of  the  drug  firms  operating  in 
this  country,  that  inquiries  first  started  into 
the  high  cost  of  medication.  These  Ameri- 
can inquiries  appear  to  have  had  wide- 
spread repercussions  not  only  in  Britain, 
but  also  in  Australia  and  a  number  of 
European  countries.  It  was  a  Canadian 
inquiry  which  revealed  that  a  certain 
leading  Swiss  firm  was  making  100  per 
cent  profit  on  their  two  leading  tranquil- 
lisers, which  were  the  subject  of  a  recent 
Monopolies  Commission  report.  Five 
American  companies  supplying  antibiotics 
were  found  guilty  in  the  USA  of  "price- 
fixing"  in  contravention  of  their  anti-trust 
laws,  and  were  ordered  to  repay  25  mil- 
lion dollars;  a  reflection  of  this  decision 
led  to  these  same  companies  repaying  the 
British  Government.  £50,000  just  one 
month  after  our  Government  inspectors 
had  inspected  their  books,  and  declared 
that  they  were  charging  a  "fair  price" 
based  on  their  "production  costs!"  Against 
this  kind  of  background  is  it  wrong,  or 
disastrous  for  the  Labour  Party  to  de- 
mand better  public  accountability  for  the 
drug  industry,  or  to  suggest  as  I  did  in 
my  paper  on  "Public  ownership  and  the 


drug  industry"  published  in  Laser  in  mid- 
1972,  that  a  publicly-owned  sector  should 
be  established  in  the  drug  industry? 

Drug  prices  alone,  however,  are  not  the 
only  danger  to  the  public  resulting  from 
the  present  system  of  drug  promotion.  An 
equal  if  not  greater  danger  to  the  public 
which  is  beginning  to  manifest  itself  is 
that  of  over-medication.  Members  of  the 
medical  profession  are  beginning  to  realise 
that  over-prescribing  of  antibiotics  has 
resulted  not  only  in  resistance  by  the 
infecting  organism  to  the  drug,  but 
equally  disconcerting  is  the  fact  that 
human  defence  mechanisms  against  infec- 
ting organisms  are  not  allowed  to  develop, 
and  consequently  the  patient  may  well 
become  dependent  on  antibiotics  for  the 
most  trivial  infection.  Recently  medical 
publications  have  warned  doctors  about 
indiscriminate  use  of  antibiotics. 

A  further  example  of  overprescribing  is 
in  the  field  of  psychiatry.  Recently,  at  a 
RSH  mental  health  group  meeting,  Dr 
M.  H.  Lader,  a  reader  in  clinical  psycho- 
pharmacology  at  the  Institute  of  Psychi- 
atry, pointed  out  that  the  multiplicity  of 
benzodiazeprene  derivatives  which  have 
flooded  the  market  under  different  brand 
names,  all  break  down  in  the  body  to 
give  the  same  active  ingredient  desmethyl- 
diazepam,  which  is  itself  not  the  subject 
of  a  patent,  and  is  only  marketed  in  Italy! 
Dr  Lader  went  on  to  suggest  that  only 
new  drugs  which  show  more  effectiveness 
than  their  predecessors  should  be  mar- 
keted. 

'Roulette' 

This  multiplicity  of  products  of  "phar- 
macological roulette",  with  which  the  in- 
dustry attempts  to  justify  their  high  "re- 
search costs"  only  serve  to  baffle  the  over- 
worked GP.  Dr  M.  R.  Salkind,  a  London 
GP  is  quoted  as  saying  "One  of  the 
major  problems  of  prescribing  psycho- 
active drugs  is  knowing  where  to  stop!" 
He  believes  that  doctors'  prescribing  habits 
are  the  subject  of  too  many  pressures. 
This  is  yet  a  further  example  where  the 
highly  efficient,  high  pressure  promotional 
activities  of  the  drug  industry  produces 
high  profits  for  the  industry,  but  at  an 
even  higher  long  term  cost  to  the  health 
of  the  nation. 

Mr  John  Silkin,  shadow  spokesman 
on  health  has  already  recognised,  in  a 
speech  to  the  Welsh  division  of  NUPE, 
that  increased  prescribing  of  tranquillisers 
and  sleeping  pills  due  to  pressure  by  the 
drug  industry  on  GPs  could  well  lead  us 
to  become  "a  nation  of  neurotics",  if  no- 
thing is  done  to  check  this  trend. 

There  are  many  more  important  factors 
which  I  would  like  to  enumerate  here, 
but  for  the  sake  of  preserving  some  brev- 
ity. However,  the  patient  must  be  the 
supreme  consideration  in  any  decisions 
which  the  next  Labour  Government  must 
take  in  relation  to  the  manufacture  and 
supply  of  medicines  to  the  NHS.  My  own 
feelings  are  that  any  blueprint  which 
emerges  from  the  present  working  group 
of  the  Labour  Party  will  allow  the  general 
practice   pharmacist   a  fuller   and  more 


satisfying  professional  role  in  the  NHS 
and  a  far  better  career  structure  than  he 
enjoys  at  the  present  time,  whilst  allow- 
ing the  drug  industry  sufficient  latitude 
to  make  reasonable  profits,  related  to  the 
realistic  contributions  which  they  make 
to  the  wellbeing  of  the  nation.

New  pensions 


I  feel  I  must  take  issue  with  you  con- 
cerning your  editorial  of  February  9,  in 
particular  with  reference  to  the  comments 
made  by  Lord  Byers,  chairman  of  the 
Company  Pensions  Information  Centre. 
He  makes  the  general  statement  that  "asso- 
ciation schemes"  may  be  suitable  for  small 
companies  but  the  benefits  they  offer  may 
be  pitched  at  an  average  level  so  that  the 
employer  who  wants  the  best  will  have 
to  negotiate  his  own  private  scheme.  This 
statement  is  printed  in  the  context  of  the 
announcement  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union's  own  scheme  and  therefore 
gives  the  impression  that  the  NPU  scheme 
comes  into  this  category. 

In  practice  the  NPU  scheme  has  been 
carefully  negotiated  in  order  to  ensure  that 
the  following  principles  are  followed:  — 

□  Each  participating  employer  will  have 
total  freedom  of  choice  in  regard  to  the 
scale  of  benefits  and  level  of  expenditure 
which  he  considers  suitable. 

□  The  installation  procedures  have  been 
designed  to  ensure  the  utmost  simplicity — 
not  the  time-consuming  process  to  which 
Lord  Byers  refers. 

rjThe  advantages  consistent  with  scale  will 
be  made  available  to  each  employers,  how- 
ever small.  The  larger  the  scheme  becomes, 
the  greater  these  advantages  will  be. 

In  short,  the  NPU  scheme  will  contain 
all  of  the  features  to  be  found  in  the  very 
best  individual  arrangement,  yet  at  the 
same  time  giving  members  the  benefit  of 
being  considered  as  a  group  rather  than 
a  collection  of  small  employers.  As  a 
general  principle,  it  is  true  to  say  that  the 
smaller  a  scheme  is,  the  higher  the  admini- 
strative charges  as  a  proportion  of  the 
premium  are  likely  to  be. 

Finally,  it  is  appropriate  to  mention  that 
the  underwriter  of  the  NPU  scheme,  Provi- 
dent Mutual  Life  Assurance  Association, 
is  one  of  the  life  assurance  companies 
sponsoring  the  Company  Pensions  In- 
formation Centre.

De-restrict  'chemist' 

For  many  years  independent  retail  phar- 
macists have  complained  about  their  in- 
ability to  effectively  ward  off  the  growing 
competition  from  multiple  food  concerns 
which  have  consistently  stolen  the  markets 
traditionally  held  by  chemists.  The  growth 
of  Boots  Co  must  be  due  in  no  small  way 
to  their  ability  to  advertise  in  the  Press 
under  their  company  name  and  then  pub- 
licity display  "dispensing  chemists"  on  the 
facia  of,  I  believe,  1,200  shops  situated 
in  prime  High  Street  positions.  Few  phar- 
macists seem  to  recognise  the  link  between 
Boots  television  and  Press  advertising  and 
their  dominant  High  Street  shop  fronts. 

At  long  last  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union  has  taken  action  to  try  and 
help  those  of  us  who  wish  to  help  our- 
selves develop  a  more  profitable  otc  busi- 
ness. I,  for  one,  welcome  their  initiative 
and  recognise  that  until  the  NPU  did  take 
action  not  a  single  wholesale  company 
attempted  to  give  us  advantageous  terms 
or  support  to  develop  our  otc  business.  Of 
course,  now  that  the  Care  chemist  scheme 
has  been  made  public,  virtually  every 
wholesale  company  of  any  size  is  being 
forced  to  follow  suit.  Let  us  recognise  that 
this  can  only  be  to  the  benefit  of  independ- 
ent pharmacists  and  has  come  about  by 
the  initiative  of  the  NPU. 

The  independent  chemist  now  has  an 
opportunity  to  advertise  and  accordinglv 
needs  to  use  the  restricted  title  chemist.  I 
believe  it  is  time  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  recognised  the  trading  needs  of 
retail  pharmacists.  If  the  majority  of  Coun- 
cil members  were  active  in  retail  phar- 
macy, they  would  not  be  objecting  to  the 
use  of  the  restricted  title.

Retail  and  the  EEC 

Those  who  have  been  pressing  for  in- 
formation about  developments  within  the 
EEC  cannot  but  be  very  pleased  indeed 
to  read  about  the  general  assembly  of  the 
European  Pharmacy  Group  held  in  Lon- 
don last  October.  We  did  not  even  know 
that  the  general  assembly  was  being  held 
and,  accepting  the  possibility  of  transla- 
tion problems,  the  report  has  been  con- 
siderably delayed.  Belated  as  it  may  be  it 
gives  us  our  first  insight  into  the  current 
thinking  within  the  Commission.  Could  it 
be  that  Council  was  afraid  we  could  not 
stand  Mr  Braun*s  straight  thinking? 
The  more  one  learns  about  the  work- 


ings of  the  Commission  the  more  intrigu- 
ing the  role  of  the  Council  becomes.  The 
original  provisions  of  draft  directive  V 
which  would  have  severely  damaged  the 
prospects  of  the  many  thousands  of  em- 
ployed pharmacists,  were  accepted  by 
Council  without  demur  and  with  what  can 
now  be  seen  as  unseemly  haste.  How 
lucky  the  employees  are  that  the  Commis- 
sion, in  spite  of  this  acceptance,  seem  to 
be  proceeding  with  more  caution  and  com- 
monsense  and  with  a  far  more  realistic 
approach  to  the  facts  of  pharmaceutical 
life. 

Council  should  know  by  now  that  this 
country  has  the  best  pharmaceutical  service 
in  Europe.  We  know  it,  the  public  appre- 
ciates it,  the  Government  supports  it  and 
even  the  Commission  now  gives  it  recog- 
nition. It  is  also  worth  remembering  in 
this  age  when  restrictive  practices  and 
monopolies  are  frowned  upon  that  our 
methods  of  practice  could  stand  up  to  any 
inquiry  in  this  respect. 

The  first  time  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives discussed  draft  directive  V  Council's 
nolicy  received  little  support.  The  lesson 
is  clear.  There  must  be  more  information 
aiven  about  EEC  matters  so  that  thev  can 
be  discussed  and  the  correct  decisions 
taken.  No  more  hasty  decisions  must  be 
made  for  purely  doctrinaire  reasons.

cholestasis. 

Erythromycin  estolate  (Ilosone)  was  the  HI 
subject  of  no  10  of  the  Committee  on  I 
Safety   of  Medicines  Adverse  Reactions  W 
Series,  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  I 
this  preparation  sometimes  gives  rise  to  HI 
jaundice  and  that  this  "was  usually  of  one  I 
or  two  weeks   duration  and   invariably  Hi 
cleared  after  withdrawal  of  the  antibiotic".  H 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  evidence  of  HI' 
nephrotoxicity  attributable  to  erythro-  Hi 
mycin  and  indeed  this  antibiotic  has  been  H 
cited  (1  and  2)  as  one  of  the  few  antibiotics  HI 
which  may  be  used  in  unchanged  dosage  Hi 
by  patients  with  impaired  renal  function,  HI 
largely  because  it  is  not  excreted  pre-  HI 
dominantly  by  the  kidney.

The  February  Council  meeting  report  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  included  the 
following  information: — 

A  working  party  to  consider  a  policy 
concerning  postgraduate  education  and 
training  for  pharmacists  is  to  be  estab- 
lished. Members:  Mr  J.  P.  Bannerman, 
Mr  A.  Howells,  Mrs  E.  J.  M.  Leigh,  Dr 
D.  R.  Bragg,  Professor  P.  H.  Elworthy, 
Mr  J.  I.  Harris,  Dr  J.  C.  Morrison,  Dr  J. 
Chilton  and  three  regional  pharmacists. 

Branches  in  England  and  Wales  are  to 
be  asked  to  consider  amending  their  boun- 
daries to  become  coterminous  with  those 
of  the  new  NHS  areas.  Such  an  amend- 
ment would  enable  the  branch  to  hold 
joint  meetings  with,  for  example,  the  area 
pharmaceutical  committees. 

Some  amendments  to  the  Department  of 
Health's  circular  on  general  practice  phar- 
macy services  in  the  reorganised  Health 
Service  proposed  by  the  Practice  Com- 
mittee have  been  accepted.  One  makes  it 
absolutely  clear  when  and  where  pharma- 
cists may  be  employed  in  health  centres 
by  local  authorities  for  the  provision  of 
general  practice  pharmacy  services.  How- 
ever, the  Department  was  not  prepared  to 
accept  the  need  for  the  area  pharmaceu- 
tical officer  to  consult  the  area  chemist 
contractors  committee  as  well  as  the  ad- 
ministrator family  practitioner  services  on 
matters  solely  concerning  general  practice 
pharmacy. 

Contraceptives  point  won 

Following  representations  that  the  area 
pharmaceutical  officer  should  be  involved 
in  making  arrangements  for  the  supply  of 
contraceptives,  particularly  oral  contracep- 
tives, through  clinics  and  hospital  depart- 
ments, the  Department  has  confirmed  that 
the  point  will  be  included  in  its  circular 
"Family  planning  services  in  the  reorga- 
nised NHS". 

The  Practice  Committee  considered  pro- 
posals by  Technician  Education  Council 
(TEC)  concerning  the  training  of  pharmacy 
technicians.  The  TEC  proposed  to  have 
three  sector  committees  and  a  number  of 
programme  committees  within  each  sector 
for  planning  the  training  of  various  tech- 
nicians. Pharmacy  technicians  were  to  be 
dealt  with  by  programme  committee  C2, 
sector  C,  along  with  medical  laboratory 
technicians,  biochemistry  technicians,  etc. 
The  Practice  Committee  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  profession  of  pharmacy  should  be 
represented  on  programme  committee  C2 
and  that  the  various  classes  of  employers 
of  pharmacy  technicians  should  be  represen- 
ted on  an  advisory  committee  associated 
with  programme  committee  C2,  to  deal 
with  all  detailed  questions  relating  to  the 
pharmacy  technician  courses. 

A  symposium  on  herbal  remedies  in 
Europe  is  to  be  held  at  the  school  of  phar- 


macy, Bradford  University,  on  May  22  at 
2pm. 

Proposals  put  forward  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  for  replacing  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act  1956,  Part  1,  by 
making  regulations  relating  to  labelling, 
etc,  and  by  producing  a  compendium  to 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  those  sub- 
stances not  already  included  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia were  considered.  Council  had 
no  objections  to  the  labelling  provisions 
and  gave  its  support  to  the  production  of 
a  compendium. 

Imports  during  emergency 

The  introduction  of  an  Order  permitting 
the  importation  of  medicinal  products 
which  cannot  be  manufactured  or 
assembled  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  the 
present  time  because  of  the  various  emer- 
gency restrictions  has  been  proposed  by 
the  Department.  It  was  intended  that  the 
exemptions  would  only  apply  to  the  im- 
portation of  products  identical  to  those 
covered  by  a  licence  of  right.  An  importa- 
tion would  be  by  licence  holder  only  and 
sale  or  supply  of  the  product  in  the  UK 
would  need  to  be  authorised  by  variation 
of  the  product  licence  of  right. 

The  Co-operative  Society  pharmacies  and 
drug  stores  "Beat  the  British  winter"  cam- 
paign was  noted  by  the  Ethical  Committee, 
which  is  seeking  further  information.  The 
Committee  is  arranging  a  meeting  with  the 
pharmacist-directors  of  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd  at  which,  among 
other  things,  the  "Care  Chemist"  advertis- 
ing campaign  will  be  discussed. 

Homoeopathic 
pharmacopoeia:  further 
discussions 

Ways  of  establishing  a  common  method 
of  tincture  preparation  were  discussed  at 
the  third  meeting  of  the  scientific  com- 
mission of  the  Comite  International  dc 
Pharmaciens  Homoeopathes  in  Strasbourg. 

The  methods  described  in  the  Homoo- 
pathisches  Arzneibuch,  virtually  a  German 
Homoeopathic  Pharmacopoeia  are,  it  is 
said,  almost  on  an  official  footing  in  that 
country.  In  France  the  preparation  of  a 
Pharmacopee  Homeopathique  is  in  hand 
Part  1  in  draft  form  details  30  plans.  Part 
II  is  almost  ready  and  will  contain  mono- 
graphs on  50  additional  plants.  Parts  ITT 
and  IV  will  include  about  700  plants. 

It  was  agreed  that  an  evaluation  of  dry 
residue  and  active  principles  of  some  of 
the  tinctures  in  a  draft  International 
Homoeopathic  Pharmacopoeia  should  be 
made  so  results  could  be  compared. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  scientific  com- 
mission will  be  on  Tune  17  and  of  the 
full  committee  on  June  18. 
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Roche  sue  Monopolies 
Commission  chairman 

In  the  action  taken  by  Hoffmann-La- 
Roche  against  the  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry,  Roche  have  now  added  the 
name  of  Sir  Ashton  Roskill,  chairman  of 
the  Monopolies  Commission  to  the  list  of 
defendants.  The  joining  of  the  name  is 
believed  to  be  an  "insurance"  against  the 
Government  arguing  that  the  DTI  had  no 
responsibility  for  the  Monopolies  Com- 
mission's actions.  The  case  is  expected 
to  be  heard  early  next  year. 

Roche's  appeal  against  a  decision  of 
the  Appeal  Court  last  year  which  preven- 
ted Roche  Products  Ltd  from  ignoring 
a  price  cut  order  on  Valium  and  Librium 
should  be  heard  by  the  House  of  Lords 
on  April  23. 

Italian  company  to  help 
research  in  smaller  firms 

Following  quickly  on  the  announcement 
that  the  larger  Italian  pharmaceutical 
companies  had  joined  together  to  form  a 
company  to  provide  finance  (last  week 
p  171),  a  company  called  Tecnofarmaci 
has  been  set  up  to  stimulate  research  in 
the  pharmaceutical  field. 

In  partnership  with  the  Instituto  Mobi- 
liare  Italiano  (IMI),  in  its  role  as  co- 
ordinator of  the  Italian  Government's 
plans  to  encourage  scientific  research,  are 
12  private  drug  companies  who  each  have 
a  6-5  per  cent  stake  in  the  company's 
initial  LlOOm  capital  with  IMI  holding 
the  remaining  22  per  cent.  The  capital  will 
eventually  be  raised  to  LI, 500m  using 
Government  subsidised  funds  once  the  re- 
search programme  gets  under  way. 

The  aim  of  the  new  company  is  to 
provide  the  small  and  medium  companies 
with  research  facilities  which  have  pre- 
viously been  out  of  the  financial  or  man- 
power reach  of  most  drug  companies. 

Wholesalers  in 
voluntary  liquidation 

Proceedings  brought  by  HM  Customs  and 
Exoise  for  underpayment  of  purchase  tax 
between  September  1968  and  January 
1971  which  resulted  in  judgment  being 
given  against  the  company  for  £142,782, 
plus  a  fine  of  £7,500,  were  the  reasons 
given  for  the  failure  of  B.  Marsh  (Whole- 
sale) Ltd  at  a  meeting  of  creditors,  Mr  B. 
Marsh,  director,  presiding.  The  only  other 
director  was  Mr  R.  Morris  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  board  in  June  1970. 

Statement  of  affairs  submitted  showed 
the  company  had  unsecured  debts  of 
£124,935,  including  £82,782  to  Customs 
and  Excise,  £24,491  to  Bemar  Properties 
Ltd  on  loan  account  (a  company  under 
the  control  of  Mr  Marsh)  and  £7,500  to 


Wells  Street  magistrates  court.  Assets, 
after  allowing  £884  to  preferential  credi- 
tors, were  estimated  to  realise  £7,107, 
leaving  a  dejciency  of  £117,828.  Mr  P. 
Monjack,  FCA,  Leonard  Curtis  &  Co,  13 
Wimpole  Street,  London  Wl  was  ap- 
pointed liquidator  under  a  voluntary 
winding-up  of  the  company. 
□  After  trading  for  23  years,  having  taken 
over  a  business  started  during  1903,  W. 
R.  Lock  &  Sons,  wholesale  chemists,  etc, 
Charminster  Road,  Bournemouth,  Hants, 
have  gone  into  voluntary  liquidation.  Mr 
Ronald  P.  Booth,  FCA,  of  Booth.  White 
and  Co,  1  Wardrobe  Place,  Carter  Lane, 
London,  EC4,  as  liquidator.

Dr  Horrobin,  in  over  10  years'  experience 
of  teaching  physiology,  has  found  that 
most  students  go  through  the  courses  "in 
a  fog  of  confusion  and  partial  understand- 
ing." They  do  not  appreciate  the  working 
of  one  system  until  they  understand  how 
all  the  systems  work  as  a  whole. 

In  this  book  he  aims  to  give  a  "quick, 
overall  understanding  of  what  physiology 
is  all  about."  He  outlines  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  human  physiology  and  bio- 
chemistry in  a  clear  and  simple  manner.
